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Tory mayoral candidate stands down 


BRIDPORT Town Coun¬ 
cil is to review its rules 
after Councillor Roger 
Stoodley was forced to 
stand down as a mayoral 
candidate. 

Councillor Geoff Ack¬ 
erman will now stand 
alone as the town coun¬ 
cil’s preferred candidate. 

Councillor Ackerman 
narrowly beat Councillor 
Stoodley by one vote at 
an informal town council 
meeting in April but the 
nomination led to Lib 
Dem councillors being 
accused of “hogging” the 
ceremonial non-political 
role. 

The issue came to a 
head at the Annual Town 
Meeting last week where 
several members of the 
public spoke out against

both nominations. 

Bridport resident Clive 
Jeanes said the issue was 
the “talk of the town,” 
adding: “I am concerned 
with how we are choos¬ 
ing our next mayor. Geoff 
is a good friend of mine 
but I think he should step 
down. 

“Other people in the 
town have given good 
service to the community 
and shown tremendous 
support for the town.” 

The nomination for 
Councillor Stoodley was 
also criticised. 

Bridport resident Simon 
Williams commented: 
“Councillor Stoodley has 
not supported the views 
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of Bridport on the district 
council and I think he 
would be unable to com¬ 
passionately represent the 
town.” 

Leader of the town 
council, Councillor Dave 
Rickard, later accused 
Councillor Keith Day of 
bringing the town council 
into disrepute by using 
local media to politicise 
the nominations, defend¬ 
ing the Lib Dem domina¬ 
tion of the role. 

He commented: “We 
have not gone to the press 
and said we are electing a 
Lib Dem mayor it is you 
who have gone to the 
press saying you want a 
Tory mayor.” 

Current mayor Council¬ 
lor Martin Ray cut the de¬ 


bate short and proposed a 
meeting with councillors 
to discuss the issue be¬ 
fore the official mayor¬ 
making event on May, 
20th. 

The councillors met on 
Monday night for an in¬ 
formal discussion, where 
Councillor Day withdrew 
his nomination for Coun¬ 
cillor Stoodley. 

Speaking after the 
meeting Councillor Day 
said: “We had a discus¬ 
sion and it became clear 
that the Lib Dems would 
not change their mind 
and Geoff would not 
stand down and they 
would marshal all their 
forces to vote against us 
if we didn’t. 

“In the interest of the 
town council and so as to 
not bring the office of 
mayor into disrepute I de¬ 
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cided to withdraw my 
nomination for Roger 
(Stoodley) and that was 
the end of it.” 

Leader of the town 
council, Councillor 
Rickard added: “Geoff 
(Ackerman) was legally 
voted in at a town council 
meeting and Roger ac¬ 
cepted that and stood 
down. 

“We are probably going 
to look at the system. The 
idea is that the candidate 
is voted on before the 
mayor making because 
that is a ceremonial 
event, which has to be 
planned. Usually that 
works very well but this 
year we had two candi¬ 
dates who both staked a 
claim for mayor. 

“The standing orders 
(rules) will be looked at, 
as well as this there have 
been one or two other is¬ 
sues over the past few 


months.” 

Councillor Roger 
Stoodley reluctantly 
stood down as a mayoral 
candidate, he said: “I was 
still open to challenge at

think that the town coun¬ 
cil just wanted to tidy up 
the procedure to make 
sure everything ran 
smoothly. 

“Geoff (Ackerman) 
wasn’t going to give in 
and he was determined to 
have a sixth term as 
mayor and since I had 
lost the vote previously I 
withdrew my nomina¬ 
tion. 

“I didn’t want to make 
the town council look 
stupid and cause an un¬ 
seemly spectacle at the 
mayor making. 

“Geoff is always a good 
mayor, he is very com¬ 
mitted to the town and 
does a good job every 


time. 

“I have no problem 
with Geoff, just the lack 
of choice which has seen 
him be mayor or deputy 
mayor for the last seven 
years.” 

The town council’s pre¬ 
ferred mayoral candidate, 
Councillor Ackerman, 
commented: “We parted 
in good company and 
there was no animosity or 
bad feeling between any 
of us. 

“It is an honour to be¬ 
come mayor of your na¬ 
tive town and I am 
privileged to be asked. I 
am pleased we have 
come to a solution be¬ 
cause one or the other 
had to stand down.” 
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BEAMINSTER PCSO Alex Bishop, 26, has been 
on the beat in the town for three years. 

Originally from llminster, Alex had always 
dreamt of joining the police force and seized 
the opportunity to fill the PCSO role in 
Beaminster. 

Along with PC Tim Poole, Alex now covers the 
Broadwindsor, Beaminster and Halstock vot¬ 
ing wards. 

Having settled into his role Alex moved to 
Beaminster with his fiancee Jade in September 
last year. The couple are now expecting their 
first child in July. 

Outside of work Alex is a keen sports fan, mu¬ 
sician and martial artist, having trained at the 
South West Black Belt Academy in llminster for 
a number of years. 


■ WHAT do you like most about Beaminster? 

The community spirit. It’s a lovely town. I also cover 
three voting wards which are some of the must beautiful 
areas in Dorset I think. 

■ IS there anything you would like to change about 
the area? 

I would like to see more job opportunities for younger 
people. A lot of them have to move out of the area to try 
and get better jobs and I think there are a lot of people 
who like where they live but are unable to stay here if 
they want to get a good job or progress their career. 

■ WHAT made you join the police force? 

I have always wanted to be in the police force. When I 
was 211 applied to become a PC, I was rejected at that 
stage unfortunately but when I saw the advertisement for 
a PCSO I thought why not? It gives me a good insight 
into the job and it will be a good stepping stone. 

■ WHERE do you see yourself in five years time? 

I’m not really looking that far ahead because I’ve got a 
family on the way and I’d very much like to be family 
man. If that means that still doing this job is beneficial 
to the family then I’d like to still be here. I was always 
looking at going in and joining as a PC but I enjoy this 
job a lot and it is more suited to family life I think. 

■ WHAT is the role of a PCSO for those who are still 
unclear? 

There are a lot of people who still aren’t very clear. It 
does differ from force to force but the main part of it is 
working with a safer neighbourhood team and finding 
community issues that need to be addressed and concerns 
that people have within there community and looking to 
resolve it. That can be through multi agency work, work¬ 
ing with the different local authorities, with schools, with 
the youth centre. Working with different agencies to try 
and resolve those concerns. Community engagement is 
a big part of that and a big part of my role. 



■ WHAT are the biggest problems that affect the 
Beaminster area? 

Rural crimes such as thefts of heating oil, which at the 
moment is of big concern. It’s a more valuable commod¬ 
ity now because of prices going up and the Beaminster 
and Marsh wood Vale safer neighbourhood teams have re¬ 
leased a scheme called “stop that oil” to try and get peo¬ 
ple aware of their security around their tanks. We are 
trying to make it harder for people trying to access the 
fuel. 

■ WHAT are your favourite TV crime programmes? 

I used to watch The Bill when I was younger but I don’t 
often watch a lot of police dramas. I think a lot of the re¬ 
ality ones are quite a good insight into the job and they 
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can be very interesting but I don’t watch a lot of them. 

■ WHAT would be your three-desert island discs? 

That’s very difficult, I have a wide musical taste. I think 
“One by One” by the Foo Fighters, the whole album is 
superb. “The Joshua Tree” by U2, again another superb 
album from beginning to end. “2001” by Dr Dre, I’m a 
big fan of Dr Dre, his earliest stuff with NWA is really 
good but also again all the songs on that album are very 
good as well. 

■ WHICH three dream guests would you invite to a 
dinner party? 

I’m an Arsenal fan and I think Arsene Wenger would be 
my first choice because he always seems like he’s got 
something to say and I don’t think he’d let the conversa¬ 
tion die out. My fiancee Jade, it wouldn’t be a dinner 
party without her. The last one would be Freddie Mercury. 
Queen are an amazing band and he was an amazing front 
man. 


■ WHAT are your favourite events that go on in 
Beaminster? 

I think that the biggest one is the Beaminster Festival, 
which is a fascinating festival celebrating art. The open¬ 
ing ceremony in the square is always enjoyable and has a 
very good atmosphere. Last year I went to the Eat Dorset 
food festival at Pamham House which I thought was very 
good and gave a good insight into locally produced food 
which I think is a very good topic in this area. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read, film you 
watched and CD you listened to? 

I’m currently reading a book at the moment called “The 
Outside Man” which is about an American joining the 
IRA, which is a good insight into the IRA trying to build 
a bigger profile against the British and using an American 
to do that. The last CD I listened to was “The Carter” by 
Lil Wayne, which is a very good album. The last film I 
watched was “Disturbia”, a thriller with Shia Labeouf 
which was a very good film.

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Chideock traffic protests on hold 


TRAFFIC protests in 
Chideock have temporar¬ 
ily been put on hold 
while residents try to ne¬ 
gotiate a solution to the 
problem.

On Friday morning Mr 
Fuller will be meeting 
with West Dorset MP 
Oliver Letwin. 

A group of around 15 
protestors have now car¬ 
ried out four separate 
demonstrations where 
they repeatedly use the 
newly installed pedes¬ 
trian crossing. 

The protest has re¬ 
ceived worldwide media 
attention with Mr Fuller 
conducting several TV 
and radio interviews, in¬ 
cluding appearances on 
Sky and Radio Two’s Je¬ 
remy Vine show. 

There has also been 
support for action from 
WDDC who recognised 
pollution problems in a 
report published in De¬ 
cember 2008. 

Acting Waste and Envi¬ 
ronmental Health Man¬ 
ager Tegwyn Jones said: 
“The problem of air qual¬ 
ity on the A3 5 at 
Chideock is something 
we have been working on 
for some time as the lev¬ 
els of nitrogen dioxide 
are just above European 
Community guidelines. 

“The worst points 
measured, on the pave¬ 
ment to the A35, are 
slightly over the level at 
which we must consider 
action to reduce pollu¬ 
tion.” 

Despite the support the 
protest has not been wel¬ 
comed by all Chideock 
residents. At the last 
protest on Friday after¬ 
noon North Chideock 
resident Sarah Mitchell 
parked her car alongside 
the protest bearing the 
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message: “If you don’t 
like lorries leave”. 

The George pub also 
got involved with the 
protest; adding a bit of 
humour by handing out 
free “jam” sandwiches to 
those caught in the traffic 
queues. 

Mr Fuller hopes that 
HGV traffic can be re¬ 
routed along the A303 
from Southampton to 
Plymouth, claiming this 
will add only eight min¬ 
utes onto the drivers’ 
journey. If no progress is 
made by the weekend 
then protests will start 
again next week and run 
twice weekly on Tues¬ 
days and Fridays until de¬ 
mands are met. 

Speaking at the last 
protest on Friday, Mr 
Fuller said: “We want to 
re-route the traffic and for 
people to have peace and 
quiet here. 

“We want the Jurassic 
coast heritage site to be 
the most famous part of 
the country because it’s 
the most beautiful and we 
don’t want it polluted 
with lorries and container 
wagons 24 hours a day. 

“We are suspending the 
protests for a short period 
whilst we visit the other 
avenues such as talks 
with Oliver Letwin, the 
Highways Agency and 
we are going to try and 
go round and try to re¬ 
solve it and if we can’t 
then we shall be back 
again.” 

Also speaking at the 
protest on Friday, North 
Chideock resident Sarah 
Mitchell, who has lived 
in the village for 14 
years, said: “We are in an 
economic squeeze and 
there are businesses that 
rely on people coming 
through here. 

“Life does actually re¬ 
volve around business, 
yes people have the right 
to a decent way of life but 
if you don’t want to live 
on a road then don’t buy 
a house on one. I’m sorry, 
I know it sounds like I am 
speaking to the converted 
but it just seems emi¬ 
nently logical. 

“I think this is the way 
it is and the easiest way 
would be to change the 
people.” 

Dorset County Council 
traffic manager Tim 
Westwood has expressed 
concern for other vil¬ 
lagers caught up in the 
protest. 

He said: “This action 
may well draw headlines 
but it may also provoke 
an unwelcome reaction 
from irate drivers, and 
local people legitimately 
using the crossing may 


well receive unwanted 
comments as a result. 

“The A35 is an impor¬ 
tant route for all traffic in 
Dorset and until there is 


a reasonable alternative 
to bypass Chideock then 
there is little chance of 
reducing its use by heavy 
goods vehicles.” 


• A PACT (Partners and 
Communities Together) 
meeting involving 
Chideock residents and 
SNT (Safer Neighbour¬ 


hood Team) officers, 
scheduled to take place at 
The Clockhouse on 
Thursday, has been can¬ 
celled. 



New site added to waste station shortlist 


A SEVENTH site has been added to the shortlist for a 
new waste transfer station in Bridport. 

Dorset County Council has announced that Lilac 
Farm, which lies to the east of the Green Lane site and 
has direct access off the A35, will join six short-listed 
sites for more in-depth evaluation by Independent 
planning consultants, Nicholas Pearson Associates 
(NPA). 

Lilac Farm was identified as a result of a general en¬ 
quiry, during the Stage 1A report, into the availability 
and ownership of the Green Lane site. 

The site has since been assessed, reviewed and 
scored using the same methodology developed for the 
Stage 1 and 1A reports and NPA has recommended 
Lilac Farm goes forward for further consideration. 
The seven short-listed sites are now: 

• Broomhills Farm 

• Eype Junction (previously referred to as the 
Watton Farm site adjacent to the picnic area) 

• Gore Cross North of Watford Lane 

• Green Lane 

• Lilac Farm 

• Miles Cross 1 

• Miles Cross 2 

Two public exhibitions will now be held to give local 
people a chance to identify their preferred sites. 

Dorset County Council's head of waste management 
Steve Burdis said: “Our search for a waste manage¬ 
ment centre to serve the people of Bridport is proving 


a long and difficult issue, with no simple answer. We 
strongly encourage residents to come and visit the ex¬ 
hibition to find out about the sites under consideration 
and share their views with us. This is the last chance 
for local people to have their input before the site as¬ 
sessment process is completed this summer.” 

Following the public consultation the seven sites will 
be evaluated on a number of factors including trans¬ 
port infrastructure and access, flood risk, drainage and 
water quality, landscape character and visual impact, 
and the extent to which the land supports the area's 
planning policies. 

The results of the assessment will be reported to the 
county council’s cabinet, who will then make the final 
decision about which site will go forward for a plan¬ 
ning application. Public consultation will of course 
form part of any planning application. 

The public exhibitions will be at the town hall on Fri¬ 
day, May 21st from 11am to 6pm and Saturday, May 
22nd from 9:30am to 12:30pm.

AN online Facebook campaign has been launched to 
restore ‘The Spirit of Bridport’ on signs welcoming 
visitors to the town. 

Welcome signs to the town used to feature the image 
a flaxen-haired woman sitting on a throne, as featured 
in the Bridport Town Hall mural, who has been named 
by campaigners as ‘Spirit’. 

The image celebrates its 85th birthday this year and 
it has sparked a campaign to re-instate ‘Spirit’ onto the 
town’s welcome signs. 

The image was painted by Fra Newbery, a founder 
of the renowned Glasgow School of Art, in 1925 and 
was later adapted for the town road signs post-war in 
the 1950s or 60s by George Biles, whose murals adorn 
The Electric Palace foyer. 

Margery Hookings who launched the campaign said: 
“This town deserves better - she’s beautiful and we 
want her back. 

“To me, the image is Bridport, but people only really 
see her now if they go into the town hall. 

“She’s beautiful and should still be the face that wel¬ 
comes all visitors to this lively and quirky community. 
Why should we conform to blandness?” 

Megan Cox posted a picture of one of the welcome 
signs from her ‘A’-Level art project 17 years ago. She 
said: “I think it’s a wonderful painting that celebrates 
Bridport's history and trade, and even the sitter was a 
local woman. 


“Along with the other paintings in the town hall it 
was a gift to the people of Bridport from a talented 
and known artist in gratitude for the contribution the 
residents had made to his life, and it is a shame to lose 
this unique welcome to the town.” 

Margery added: “I was hoping that if we get enough 
fans, we could appeal to the powers-that-be for her to 


be restored to her rightful place. However, I’m now 
told the signs no longer exist. But maybe this cam¬ 
paign could generate some modern-day interest in 
Newbery and Biles. We’ve got lots of artists in this 
town - maybe Spirit’s image could somehow be rein¬ 
stated in some shape or form.”

Re-elected MP at the heart of coalition negotations 



WEST Dorset’s re¬ 
elected MP was at the 
heart of negotiations over 
the future of Britain’s 
government just hours 
after securing his fourth 
consecutive win, meeting 
with Liberal Democrat 
representatives to discuss 
a possible Conservative- 
Lib Dem coalition. 

Tory MP Oliver 
Letwin, the brains behind 
the Conservative mani¬ 
festo, said he would not 
celebrate regaining his 
parliamentary seat with a 
glass of champagne after 
fighting off a strong Lib 
Dem candidate in this 
year’s election. 

Having increased his 
majority of 3,923 votes, a 
clearly relieved Mr 
Letwin drove straight to 
London to meet Tory 
leader David Cameron 
and other Conservative 
colleagues after the dec¬ 
laration on Friday (May 


7th) morning. 

This year saw the for¬ 
mer Shadow Home Sec¬ 
retary gain his biggest 
majority to date, securing 
47.6 per cent of the elec¬ 
torate’s vote. 

In his fourth consecu¬ 
tive win, Mr Letwin - 
who has held a seat in the 
constituency for 13 years 
- increased his 2005 
count by 1,462 to finish 
with 27,287 votes. 

Overall voter turnout 
may have been down by 
1.8 per cent with a total 
of 57,334 of the con¬ 
stituency’s electorate 
turning out - but it still 
remained one of the 
country’s highest at 74.7 
per cent. 

All ballot boxes were 
taken to Dorchester’s 
Thomas Hardye Sports 
Leisure Centre for the of¬ 
ficial count. 

A total of 1,543 postal 
votes were not lodged in 


time for the count, with 
only 9,778 of the sent 
forms received by the 
10pm closing deadline. 

Following the declara¬ 
tion, a visible pleased Mr 
Letwin said: “It’s always 
a relief to hear you have 
won.

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Playground safe for time 
being under new propsals 


A CHILDREN’S play area and res¬ 
idents rights to alter their house will 
not be immediately affected if pro¬ 
posals to safeguard Bridport’s 
charm and heritage are imple¬ 
mented. 

West Dorset District Council have 
said the changes to the conservation 
boundaries in three key areas of the 
town will not prevent people from 
applying for alterations to their 
houses. 

Proposals include extending con¬ 
servation areas at St Andrew’s 
Road, Skilling and the cemetery. 

The immediate future of the play¬ 
ground backing onto the cemetery 
should also be safe in the short term 
but could be returned to cemetery 
use at some future date. 


WDDC is responsible for deciding 
which places in West Dorset should 
be conservation areas and for ensur¬ 
ing their special qualities are safe¬ 
guarded. 

WDDC’s Development Services 
manager John Greenslade said: “We 
are lucky to have so many beautiful 
market towns and villages in West 
Dorset. 

“Conservation areas highlight 
what makes these communities spe¬ 
cial and will help keep them that 
way. I would encourage everyone 
with an interest in their future to let 
us have their views on latest propos¬ 
als. 

“Conservation areas are about 
managing change, rather then pre¬ 
venting it, to ensure that the special 


qualities of an area are respected.” 

Conservation areas are places of 
special architectural or historic in¬ 
terest that are given protection to en¬ 
sure people can continue to enjoy 
their character for years to come. 

West Dorset has 79 conservation 
areas, for which there is an ongoing 
programme of review that includes 
reviewing Bridport’s 2004 conser¬ 
vation area appraisal, which remains 
relevant and useful in guiding plan¬ 
ning in Bridport. 

Planning decisions are based on a 
thorough understanding of the con¬ 
servation area’s character in order to 
effectively conserve the area’s spe¬ 
cial interest. 

Appraisals are also of prime im¬ 
portance for informing any en¬ 
hancement works and may provide 
a longer-term basis for effective 
management of conservation areas. 

Conservation area appraisals are 
therefore essential tools for the plan¬ 
ning process.

THE returning officer 
David Clarke raises his 
voice above the nervous 
chatter. A hush sweeps 
across the gymnasium. 
Sections of the crowd 
start moving towards one 
corner of the vast room 
and huddle in a circle. 

It’s been just over four 
hours since the polling 
stations closed and the 
107 ballot boxes have 
been whisked to Dorch¬ 
ester’s Thomas Hardye 
Leisure centre from the 
farthest reaches of West 
Dorset’s constituency. 

Boxes containing 57, 
334 little slips of paper 
each bearing a small 
cross from people hoping 
for a big change. 

Although overall voter 
turnout is down by 1.8 
per cent from 2005’s 
election, it is still one of 
the countries highest at 
74.7 per cent, proving 
West Dorset’s electorate 
care passionately about 
this contest. 

The huddle disperses 
and the chat once again 
becomes excitable. It 
marks the beginning of 
the end to 2010’s general 
election, which has man¬ 
aged to sweep the nation 
with genuine excitement. 

One candidate walks 


away thin lipped and se¬ 
rious; the other wide 
mouthed and joyous. 

Family and friends sur¬ 
round the candidates. All 
give nervous smiles, 
their inwardly tense body 
language is being 
masked by attempts to 
look outwardly relaxed. 

West Dorset District 
Council’s staff, including 
74 tellers, have been 
busy in the previous four

“They’ve been keen to 
win the seat,” he says.

Mr Clarke then says: 
“And I hereby declare 
that the said Oliver 
Letwin is elected to serve 
as Member of Parliament 
for this constituency”. 

Not a flicker of emotion 
crosses the former 
Shadow Home Secre¬ 
tary’s face. He steps to¬ 
ward the microphone and 
thanks his fellow candi¬ 
dates. 

The seasoned politician 
is too wise to get caught 
up in public shows of 
self-congratulation - he 
has work to do. 

After the host of media 
interviews for Sky, the 
BBC, local radio and 
print media he won’t put 
his feet up and toast his

When will they ever learn that 
they are supposed to be the ser¬ 
vants of the people, not their mas¬ 


Their behaviour is shameful 
and they need to be held to ac¬ 
count.

A WORLD War II re-enactor from Brid¬ 
port has been living on rations to raise 
money for Help for Heroes. 

Medical secretary Cheryl Ludgate is a 
lover of all things wartime and decided 
to combine her passion with a fundrais¬ 
ing challenge. 

Throughout the month of February, 
Cheryl lived on World War Two rations, 
as they stood in 1942, boosting her diet 
with homegrown vegetables. 

Supporting Cheryl throughout the trip 
back in time were Frampton's Butchers 
who provided her with her rations and 
collected money in store. 

Cheryl said:"I learnt that you can do all 
sorts of things with a small amount of 
food, I lost weight but I felt quite

I am absolutely full of admiration 
for my parents generation as they had 
to live on that diet for years and it got 
even harder in the five years after the 
war ended." 

On Thursday Frampton's Butcher 
Adam Smith, who himself was forced to 
pull out of army training with injury, 
presented Cheryl with the money col¬ 


lected in the store.

DORSET Police is urg¬ 
ing anyone in possession 
of a Bruni Olympic .380 
BBM revolver to hand it 
in before midnight on 
June 4th. 

When originally im¬ 
ported, the Bruni 
Olympic .380 BBM did 
not require a licence to 
own and is commonly 
known as a “blank firer” 
used for dog training or 
starting races. 

The BBM could be pur¬ 
chased through regis¬ 
tered firearms dealers 
and other outlets such as 


hobbyist stores, agricul¬ 
tural merchants and 
model shops, but in¬ 
creased criminal use of 
such revolvers led to na¬ 
tional tests being carried 
out to assess the skills 
and equipment needed to 
convert them into live 
firing weapons. 

It emerged that this 
type of revolver could be 
readily converted into a 
lethally barrelled 

weapon, bringing it 
within the classification 
of a prohibited weapon 
under Section Five of the 


Firearms Act 1968. 

Police say that anyone 
found in possession of a 
Bruni Olympic .380 
BBM revolver after June 
4th could be liable to 
prosecution and upon 
conviction face a five 
year mandatory prison 
sentence. 

All police stations will 
receive surrendered 
weapons during normal 
opening hours to encour¬ 
age those members of the 
public who use this gun 
legitimately to hand it in 
before June 4th to avoid 


later prosecution. 

The importation of 
these revolvers into the 
UK has now been 
banned. 

Specialist operations 
head Superintendent 
Charlie Eggar said: “Na¬ 
tionally the number of 
converted weapons being 
seized by the police has 
steadily increased which 
led to research being 
conducted that concluded 
that conversion was now 
relatively simple.

Chief Executive, commented: “It 
has always been our dream to 
move beyond day care at the hos¬ 
pice, and now that dream has come 
true. 

“Families with a child who is 
dying can now choose where they 
want the expert nursing support 
that we offer. 


“Whether they wish to be sup¬ 
ported at home or in the hospice 
for the final stages of their child’s 
journey, we will be there for 
them.”

Y ou would imagine that planting perennial (perma¬ 
nent) plants would be the solution to easy gardening, 
but life ‘aint’ that easy, for one thing they tend in 
time to get weeds entangled in their roots and it becomes a 
labour of love trying to remove them throughout the season, 
the other problem is that most of them have just a short period 
of flowering and you have to make a careful choice of what 
you purchase. Some people, especially those with a new gar¬ 
den, tend to visit a garden centre and buy loads of plants that 
are flowering at that particular visit, the problem is that they 
usually stop flowering at the same time and your garden is 
left devoid of colour for the rest of the year, so, what’s the 
solution? The obvious one is to make regular visits through¬ 
out the year to your garden centre, that way you will see var¬ 
ious groups of plants to get colour from all the year round, at 
Groves you can talk to our plants men who actually spend 
time growing and producing plants in our nursery, real prac¬ 


tical plants persons, so don’t be frightened to ask for advice. 
Another solution is to have a mixture of perennial plants ands 
annual plants, this can be achieved by perhaps having shrubs 
at the back of the border and perennials like lupines delphini¬ 
ums etc in the middle and front, but leaving pockets of bare 
earth to plant annual flowering plants in, like begonias, busy 
lizzies, petunias pansies etc., most of these annuals will 
flower continuously throughout the summer and you can re¬ 
place them if you wish in the autumn with spring flowering 
plants and bulbs. 

Flowers also have their place in the vegetable garden, 
we have an experimental potager garden at Groves, where 
we mix flowers and vegetables together, flowers like French 
marigolds and tagetes to deter naughty bugs like blackfly and 
greenfly, but there is also a need to attract beneficial insects 
like bees to pollinate your beans etc, this can be done by 
planting verbena boneriensis, lavender, sedums etc, it is a 
fine balance to get a healthy garden and chemicals shouldn’t 
be relied on to achieve this, especially in a vegetable garden. 

Finally a word on potting compost and manure. Never 
just use your garden soil to pot up your plants, its very un¬ 
suitable in containers as it goes down to mud and doesn’t 
allow your plants roots to breath, it really is best to buy a pur¬ 
pose made compost, multi purpose for sowing seed and pot¬ 
ting up young plants, if you intend to plant a more permanent 
tub, you should use a John Innes potting compost no.2 or 3 
for shrubby species or a potting and container mix for a sum¬ 
mer long bedding container 

Don’t let things get to complicated, keep your garden¬ 
ing simple and remember its YOUR garden, so do what YOU 
want and don’t be deterred by others.

W ith the weather in April being not 
too bad, you should hopefully 
have been able to crack on and 
have got lots done. The lawn now needs to 
be brought up to scratch with a good feed and 
weed. Now’s the time, if you’ve not already 
done so, to plant up hanging baskets, tubs 
and containers. Plants that are looking their 
best this month include Wisteria, Lilac, 
Brooms, Ceanothus and Clematis. A lot of 
herbaceous perennials come good this month 
too with Hardy Geraniums, Aquilegia, 
Paeonies, Dicentra or bleeding hearts and 
Bearded Iris. Late flowering tulips, fritillarias 
and hardy orchids also give some welcome 
colour if you planted them last autumn. Let’s 
hope the weather continues to be good this 
month with some, but not too much rain. 

Beds & Borders The threat of frost has 
hopefully now passed and tender bedding 
plants can be planted in the border. Before 
planting ensure that the soil has been pre¬ 
pared, a layer of garden compost or com¬ 
posted manure should be forked in to provide 
the soil with aeration, water and nutrient 
holding capabilities. At the same time apply 
a dressing of ‘Pelleted Chicken Manure’ at 
4oz per sq yard (140g per sq metre), this will 
provide a great start for the plants’ needs. 
Slow perennials like aubretia, aquilegia, del¬ 
phiniums and lupin along with biennial wall¬ 
flowers and annual candytuft, french 
marigolds and nasturtiums. All of these will 
need protecting from slugs and snails, thinly 
scatter some slug pellets amongst the newly 
sown seed. Roses and other flowering shrubs 
can be given a feed using ‘Toprose’ this is a 
long lasting feed that will last all season. 


Topical Tip If you’ve just a few weeds to 
kill in the lawn then use Verdone ready to use 
lawn weed killer spray. There is no mixing 
so no measuring or spilling and no waste. 
Children and pets just need to be kept off 
during use and for drying then they can be 
allowed to use the lawn again immediately 
afterwards. 

The Greenhouse Cuttings of fuchsias and 
geraniums can now be taken before they pro¬ 
duce flowering buds. These will produce ex¬ 
cellent flowering plants later in the season. 
Dip the cuttings in Rooting Powder before 
sticking into small pots filled with ‘Arthur 
Bowers Multi-purpose Compost’ or ‘Seed & 
Cutting Compost’. They should root in about 
two to three weeks. Hanging baskets, tubs 
and window boxes etc should be planted this 
month. To keep these plants looking at their 
very best make sure you add the two follow¬ 
ing ingredients to the compost. The first is 
‘Watergel’, this will store up moisture and re¬ 
lease it back as the compost dries out. The 
second is ‘Osmocote Tablets’, these are slow 
release plant food which is ideal for baskets, 
tubs, window boxes and patio pots. It lasts 
for six months and all you have to do is push 
three or four tablets into the compost after 
you’ve finished planting up. Once the sum¬ 
mer bedding and patio plants have been 
moved out, greenhouse crops like tomatoes, 
cucumbers, melons and peppers should have 
priority. Tomatoes, peppers and aubergines 
should be planted at three to a grobag and cu¬ 
cumbers and melons two to a grobag. To get 
the best from your grobag crops remember 
to feed them regularly and do use Tomorite, 
it’s still the best. 


On The Plot Conditions will have im¬ 
proved enough to allow for the planting of 
runner and French beans, sweetcorn and 
marrows. The secret of a good crop is in the 
soil, particularly in the case of runner beans 
and marrows. Prepare the beds before plant¬ 
ing by digging in garden compost or com¬ 
posted manure. This month will see pests 
becoming a problem, these should be quickly 
identified and controlled by using either 
‘Provado Bug Killer’ or ‘Bug Gun for Fruit 
& Vegetables’ to prevent the build up of in¬ 
festations. If you are not sure what the prob¬ 
lem is then bring some in to the shop in a 
sealed poly bag and we will happily identify 
the problem and advise you on the best 
course of action. Remember we do this for 
free. Powdery Mildew will begin to attack 
most soft fruits and tree fruit this month and 
should be quickly controlled using ‘Bayer 
Systhane Fungicide’ which is quite safe to 
use on most fruit crops. 

Lawns Turfing and seeding can continue 
this month providing it is not too dry, but 
seed should be sown as quickly as possible 
to allow establishment before possible dry 
conditions. Alight sprinkling of ‘Growmore’ 
about 4oz per sq yard (140g per sq metre) 
one week prior to sowing will help both seed 
and turf to get established. Water the areas 
regularly in dry weather. When watering turf, 
lift the comers of one or two to make sure 
that the soil underneath has been thoroughly 
moistened. Use Evergreen Complete, it’s a 
great feed, weed and moss killer that will rid 
your lawn of those difficult weeds and give 
it a useful feed at the same time.

0 ) Giving back to his town 




D URING his Army 
career Douglas 
Beazer never for¬ 
got the happy family up¬ 
bringing he had back in 
Beaminster and when he 
retired after a successful 
career, he vowed to help 
give something back to the 
town. 

Doug is a distinguished 
and well respected mem¬ 
ber of the community hav¬ 
ing been a councillor since 
1989 including a spell as 
chairman between 2007 
and 2009. 

“Beaminster gave me 
such a wonderful child¬ 
hood, and I feel now 
through my work I can 
give something back to the 
community I love,” he 
said. 

Douglas is also a mem¬ 
ber of the Royal British 
Legion where he was 
treasurer for a decade and 
was the parade marshall 
for 15 years until he retired 
in 2005. He is also a 
Freemason and has been 
chairman of the Beamin¬ 
ster Manor Lodge twice, 
as well as a leading light in 
the Bridport & District 
Model Railway Club 
which he joined in 1989. 
He retired last year after 
25 years service with the 
Melplash Show. 


This week STUART BROOM talks to DOUGLAS BEAZER in the first of a 
two part feature. Having enjoyed his childhood in Beaminster, he 
vowed to give something back to the town after a 24 year 
career in the Army. This week he talks about that childhood and 
his life as a soldier, where one of his claims to fame was being the first 
pupil to enter the new comprehensive school at Newtown 
when it was opened in January 1963. 


Douglas was the second 
eldest of six children of 
Gerry and Joy, and was 
born at Horn Ash, near 
Kittwhistle, at the junction 
where the B3162 meets the 
B3165, in April 1948. 

Within months the fam¬ 
ily moved to the newly 
completed Fairfield Estate 
off Tunnel Road in 
Beaminster. 

“Mum and Dad had a 
difficult time bringing up 
six of us and could not 
favour one above the 
other, but we were very 
happy,” he said. 

“Two things particularly 
stood out; Christmas, and 
summer holidays. We had 
very traditional Christ¬ 
mases, and up until we 
went to bed on Christmas 
Eve there was no sign of 
any decorations or pres¬ 
ents. When we woke in the 
morning, usually about 
4.30am, we opened out 
stockings on the end of our 
beds and went down stairs 


for breakfast. It was only 
after we had cleared up 
that dad opened the door to 
the sitting room which was 
decorated with trimmings 
and the tree. They were re¬ 
ally wonderful times.” 

Despite the hard times, in 
the summer they usually 
went for a caravan holiday 
in Cornwall. 

Doug said: “Dad was a 
lorry driver for Perry’s and 
travelled all over the coun¬ 
try. He knew several cafes 
and restaurants where we 
would stop for meals and 
drinks on the way.” 

Although there were 
times when the siblings; 
John (the eldest), Robert, 
Frank, Denise and Janet, 
didn’t always agree, Dou¬ 
glas remembers they gen¬ 
erally got on well. 

He began his schooling 
in Beaminster Girls and In¬ 
fants School in Hogshill 
Street where he learned to 
knit dishcloths, before 
moving on to Beaminster

Boys’ School in East Street 
for his junior education. 

He said: “The school’s 
classrooms and facilities 
were all over the place and 
so the town was always 
full of children. We did PT 
in the Public Hall, games 
at The Memorial Playing 
Field and school dinners 
were served in the Red 
Lion pub, with the girls in 
what is now the function 
room and the boys in the 
adjoining room.” 

Douglas lays claim to the 
fact that he was the first 
pupil to enter the new 
comprehensive school, 
now Beaminster Technol¬ 
ogy College, when it 
opened in January 1963. 

It was during its building 
that his inquisitive nature 
began to develop. 

“I became interested in 
its construction and the en¬ 
gineering side of it, and 
used to visit the site when 
I could,” said Doug. 

“In those days there was 
no health and safety rules 
so I was able to go where I 
wanted.” 

The new facility meant 


the closure of Beaminster 
Boys’ School and the 
transfer of the pupils to 
the new one, so when the 
school opened Douglas 
was first in line having 
queued since 8am. 

The caretaker let him 
in, but because of the 
snow that affected the 
winter of 1962/63 was 
soon closed, and when it 
reopened two days later, 
Douglas was once again 
first in line. 

Although he was due to 
leave school the follow¬ 
ing summer he stayed on 
for an extra year to get 
more qualifications. 

Douglas can’t really ex¬ 
plain why he chose the 
army as a career except 
that he felt it suited his in¬ 
quisitive nature and his 
brother John was already 
a soldier. 

Having passed the rele¬ 
vant entry exams his first 
posting was to Arborfield 
near Reading. He spent 
three years training as a 
vehicle mechanic under 
an apprentice tradesman 
course, qualifying as a 
2nd class starred pupil. 

His first unit was the 
Queen’s Dragoon Guards 
at Warminster who were 
posted to Detmold in Ger¬ 
many where they were re¬ 
sponsible for the 
servicing of Centurion 
and then later Chieftain 
Tanks. They also pro¬ 


vided the armed escort to 
the civilian British Fron¬ 
tier Service who worked 
on the East/West German 
boundary (the Iron Cur¬ 
tain). 

Further tours took him 
to Malta for three years 
and Cyprus, which in¬ 
cluded short detachments 
to many of the Mediter¬ 
ranean countries. 

Back in the UK he was 
posted to Gillingham in 
Kent where the soldiers 
used a local pub called 
The White House. Un¬ 
known to Douglas the 
pub was run by his future 
in-laws. 

Then posted to the 
headquarters of the 
NATO Allied Forces Cen¬ 
tral Europe in Holland he 
worked with soldiers of 
many different nationali¬ 
ties. 

An artificers training 
course in Hampshire saw 
him promoted to Staff 
Sergeant and a posting to 
the Aerial Delivery sec¬ 
tion at the Joint Air Trans¬ 
port Establishment at 
Brize Norton specialising 
into research of aerial de¬ 
livery by parachute. 

In his three and a half 
year posting he was in¬ 
volved in the trials of the 
first airdrop from the 
stretched version of the 
Hercules aircraft. 

Further postings fol¬ 
lowed including Germany 


with the Coldstream 
Guards, then onto Cyprus 
where he became inter¬ 
ested in Freemasonry and 
was approached by a fel¬ 
low military man to join. 
When he was posted to 
Northern Ireland on spe¬ 
cial duties in the early- 
mid he joined the 
Hollywood Lodge on the 
outskirts of Belfast. 

With retirement loom¬ 
ing Douglas was posted 
to Warminster in late 
1985 where he decided to 
take a job at the REME 
workshops ensuring 
equipment was Fit For 
Role. This involved the 
inspection of aerial deliv¬ 
ery items such as para¬ 
chutes, underslung 

helicopter equipment and 
abseiling ropes in use by 
many varied units around 
the South West of Eng¬ 
land. 

On leave before taking 
up the post he returned to 
Beaminster and bought a 
cottage in Fleet Street in 
which he still lives, in 
readiness for life as a 
civilian. 

He retired in 1988 with 
the rank of WOl ASM 
(Warrant Officer 1st 
Class, Artificer Sergeant 
Major).

B uilt in 1635, this Grade II listed building is 
one of the oldest in the town and was the 
Abbot's residence. It has been a tea room 
since 1902 and has been superbly and sympa¬ 
thetically renovated by the current owners, Derek 
and Deborah Dailey, including the refurbishment 
of the old gas lamps which still work. 

They also found a copy of the Abbot's Bible with 
a 15th century cover over a 12th century manu¬ 
script, lodged up the main chimney.

All of the cakes and scones 
are baked fresh every morning, and they serve 
good, hearty breakfasts from 7.30am to 10.00am.

The building is also a favourite for paranormal 
investigators and is said to be one of the most 
haunted places in England!

Tea and history anyone? 


T he Duke of Monmouth landed at Lyme Regis on the 
11th June 1685 to challenge King James'claim to the 
throne, following the death of Charles II. He assem¬ 
bled an army in excess of 3,000 men and marched to 
Sedgemoor in Somerset. ^ 

He was defeated by the King's army in less than 
a month. Around 1300 were taken prisoner. Five * 

Judges came to Dorchester with the infamous l 
Judge Jeffreys, whose reputation was that of the | 
'hanging judge'. 

In September 1685,312 cases were heard in the 1 
Oakroom at the rear of the Antelope Hotel; of 
these 292 were sentenced to death. Only 74 
were executed, with 175 transported, 9 were 
fined or whipped and 54 were discharged. 

Judge Jeffreys - having his eye on promotion 
- was later made Lord Chancellor. 

When King James fell and William of Orange 
landed in Torbay, Jeffreys was captures and impris¬ 
oned in theTower of London. He died in 1689 while 
awaiting trial, probably of natural causes.

Fairport Convention: 




THE David Hall in South Somerset has steadily built-up a well earned rep¬ 
utation as one one of the South West's premier venues for folk music. Last 
week folk rock legends Fairport Convention played not one but two nights 
at the former church, confirming the South Petherton venue's status. 

Fairport have been at the top of their genre for more than 40 years. Their 
first self-titled album was released in 1967, but it wasn't until What We Did 
On Our Holidays a year later that things got really interesting. It was on this 
album Sandy Denny joined the already impressive line-up, that included 
the likes of esteemed singer-songwriter Richard Thompson, and the 
band's place in the history books seemed assured. 

The following year's album (in those days it was the norm for a group to 
release at least one new album every year) featured Sandy's'Who Knows 
Where The Time Goes?'which won a recent a recent BBC Radio Two poll 
to find listeners'Favourite FolkTrackOf All Time. 

That tune's parent album, Unhalfbricking, is seen as transitional, with the 
band moving away from its American influences to more traditional Eng¬ 
lish folk songs. The next record, Liege & Leaf, cemented British folk rock as 
a specific genre and remains one of the most celebrated of all folk albums 
to this day. 

Fast forward 41 years later; 
Richard Thompson has long 
left the band and Sandy 
Denny has been dead for 32 
years. Line-ups have 
changed and the band's for¬ 
tunes have gone both up 
and down, but the current 
Fairport has been together 
for 12 years and features 
lead singer and guitarist 
Simon Nicol (whose in¬ 
volvement with the band 
can be traced right back to 
the first album) as well as 
bass player Dave Pegg (who 
played on most of those 
classic Thompson and 
Denny era albums). 

It goes without saying the 
band are still revered, espe¬ 
cially amongst folk fans. The 
group even organise their 
own annual festival - Fair- 
port's Cropredy Convention 
- which attracts around 
20,000 people every year. 

The second of last week's 
concerts, which I was lucky 
enough to catch, was a 
demonstration of superb 
musicianship and a folk 
band still at the top of their 
game. 

There may have been one 
too many bad jokes and 
plugs for their Cropredy fes¬ 
tival, but a sterling perform¬ 
ance nevertheless. Some 
members of the bands 
looked almost smug as they 
played their eclectic mixture of instruments that included a bass ukulele 
and an electric octave mandolin (which looked like an odd-shaped eight¬ 
string guitar). 

Highlights of the evening included a number featuring all of the band 
on ukulele as well as a haunting tribute to Sandy Denny with an emotive 
version of’Who Knows Where The Time Goes?' 

As much as I enjoyed the night, I did go home with the impression I'd 
missed the band at their best. I stayed up until the small hours tracking 
down classic Fairport tunes from the late Sixties and early Seventies. 

Who does know where the time goes?

Oscar for the 
Marine Theatre 

WRITTEN and performed in 1960 by honorary Irish theatrical polymath Micheal 
Mac Liammoir, The Importance of Being Oscar toured the world to critical exul¬ 
tation and popular adulation. Fifty years on, the show is as captivating and mag¬ 
ical as ever, and is coming to the Marine Theatre in Lyme Regis as part of a UK 
tour by the Original Theatre Company. 

Staged as a single-hander, and directed by Tom Neill, The Importance of Being 
Oscar is a tribute to Oscar Wilde, the first modern man; a theatrical luminary and

Oscar Fingal O'Flahertie Wills Wilde's was born in 1854 into an Anglo-Irish fam¬ 
ily in Dublin, and his rich and dramatic portrayals of the human condition were 
a celebrated feature of the Victorian era. Regarded as one of the nation's greatest 
playwrights and famous for his superbly sharp wit, Wilde wrote and produced 
nine plays during his lifetime, and one novel: The Picture of Dorian Gray. His 
works continue to be widely performed today especially The Importance of 
Being Earnest. 

Originally commissioned in 2009 to celebrate South Hill Park Arts Centre's 25th 
anniversary, The Importance of Being Oscar has been freshly re-directed and 
designed for touring by nationally renowned Original Theatre Company. Formed 
in 2004 by Creative Director Alastair Whatley, The Original Theatre Company is 
an acclaimed touring company based in the market town of Bury St Edmunds 
in Suffolk. The company has built up its ever increasing reputation performing 
new and classical texts with its own brand of daring innovation; playing often 
in unconventional locations - cliff tops, abbey ruins, school yards, stately homes, 
libraries, football grounds and pub gardens. In recent years the company has 
ventured into touring Great Britain's theatres. Original Theatre has played some 
of the smallest, some of the oldest and some of the largest and most prestigious 
theatres in the country.

At twenty verses the full poem is longer 
than his 278-word Gettysburg address. This is the 
first half of it.

My childhood's home I see again, 

And sadden with the view; 

And still, as memory crowds my brain, 
There's pleasure in it too. 

O Memory! thou midway world 
'Twixt earth and paradise, 

Where things decayed and loved ones lost

What do you get if you cross The White Stripes, Kraftwerk, 
early New York punk and Spinal Tap? That's easy: Otto 
and Astrid Roten, aka Die Roten Punkte. 

As the band came onto the stage, with a slightly 
askew resemblance of the aforementioned White 
Stripes, it seemed the fifty or so audience members in 
attendance were unsure quite what to make at first. 
But after a false start sound check, it was clear to all 
that the band were ready to rock "the greatest city in 
England, Lyme Regis", whilst having us roll around on 
the floor laughing. 

The performance was high energy, with both per¬ 
formers both physically very entertaining, particularly 
Otto, who has the frontman pouting and strutting 
down to a tee. 

The songs, whilst all parodies of their respective gen¬ 
res, were so well played, and well written, that they 
could have been genuine hits.

Skoda auto unveils new greenline Fabia 
and roomster models 


FOLLOWING-on from the launch 
of the face-lifted Fabia and 
Roomster, Skoda Auto has un¬ 
veiled the Fabia Estate Green- 
Line II and Roomster GreenLine II 
- the first of its second genera¬ 
tion of environmentally-friendly 
GreenLine models. 

The new model Fabia and Room- 
ster's have been facelifted and fit¬ 
ted with new technology designed 
to further reduce fuel consumption 
and C02 emission levels. The most 
important innovations include a 
new engine (1.2TDICR DPF/75bhp 
DPF) with Common Rail (high-pres¬ 


sure direct injection), start-stop 
technology, energy recuperation 
and gear recommendation (on a 
Maxi DOT display). 

One of the biggest technological 
changes in the second-generation 
GreenLine version is a new three- 
cylinder turborcharged engine (1.2 
TDI CR DPF/55 kW) with a con¬ 
sumption of just 83.1 mpgandC02 
emissions of 89 g/km for the Fabia 
Estate GreenLine II, and 67.3 and 
109 g/km for the Roomster Green¬ 
Line II. 

In addition to lower C02 emis¬ 
sions, other contaminant levels 


have also been reduced. The new 
engine complies with the EU 5 
emission standard that, for diesel 
engines, has stricter regulations for 
nitrogen oxides and solid particles. 
The gear ratios of the car's five- 
speed transmission are identical to 
those of the ordinary Fabia and 
Roomster models fitted with the 
same engine. As a result, the Green¬ 
Line II offers the same responsive¬ 
ness yet with lower consumption. 

The key benefits of the stop-start 
system stand out in busy city traffic. 
The system operates automatically, 
directly after the engine starts. If, 


after some time, the driver stops 
the vehicle, engages neutral and 
releases the clutch pedal, the en¬ 
gine switches off automatically. As 
soon as the driver presses the 
clutch, the engine starts again im¬ 
mediately. Stop-start makes it is 
possible to save up to 4.2mpg 
(combined) or up to 7.7 mpg in city 
traffic. 

Energy recuperation is another 
state-of-the-art technology intro¬ 
duced on the new Fabia Estate 
GreenLine II and Roomster Green¬ 
Line II. Effective utilisation of the 
vehicle's kinetic energy for battery 
recharging is a simple system that 
helps to save fuel continuously.The 
two systems - Stop-Start and brak¬ 
ing energy recovery work in part¬ 
nership and, along with other 
measures, help to make the opera¬ 
tion of these new models as envi¬ 
ronmentally-friendly as possible. 
The application of the energy re¬ 
covery system has helped to re¬ 
duce the C02 emissions by 2 - 4 
g/km. 

Other technologies Skoda is in¬ 
troducing on the GreenLine II mod¬ 
els to improve economy are the 
gear recommendation system, 
which helps the driver make opti¬ 
mum use of the engine's potential, 
a lowered and aerodynamically- 
covered chassis and, last but not 
least, low rolling resistance tyres.

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Fleet demand for Mazda3 in the fast lane 


FLEET demand for Mazda3 is soar¬ 
ing with the fuel-saving C02 emis¬ 
sion-friendly 1.6 109ps diesel 
leading the way. 

The 119g/km C02 model - and 
specifically the TS2 trim level deriva¬ 
tive which costs £17,355 on-the-road 
- has contributed to total fleet regis¬ 
trations of Mazda3 almost doubling to 
849 units in March (462 registrations 
in March 2009). 

In the crucial core end-user fleet 
segment, which focuses on sales to 
contract hire and leasing companies 
and leases taken out by Mazda Con¬ 
tract Hire customers, Mazda3 registra¬ 
tions last month accelerated almost 
threefold to 179 units from 62 in 
March 2009. 

In the first quarter of 2010 Mazda3 
fleet registrations totalled 1,097 with 


daily rental and Motability volumes 
hardly figuring. That compares with 
Q1 2009 when Mazda3 fleet registra¬ 
tions totalled 988, which included in 
January last year alone 320 Motability 
units. 

"We are winning significant con¬ 
quest business with Mazda3 as com¬ 
pany car drivers switch from other 
brands," said Peter Allibon, fleet and 
remarketing director for Mazda UK. 

"The marketing campaign that we 
have in place continues to build mo¬ 
mentum with many fleets now look¬ 
ing at Mazda for the first time. 

"Having a sub 120g/km car in the 
range delivering low benefit-in-kind 
tax bills and first class fuel economy 
(62.8 mpg on the combined cycle) has 
been crucial to building Mazda3 de¬ 
mand." 



In addition, an'edgy'design, accord¬ 
ing to Allibon, and high-level specifi¬ 
cation when compared with many 
rival low medium sector models has 
further boosted demand across the 
Mazda3 range. 

"Our focus through marketing and 
model demonstration activity has 
been to build awareness of Mazda3 
and ensure the model is front of mind 
of both fleet decision-makers and 
company car drivers," explained Alli¬ 
bon. 

"Mazda3 sales to-date underlines 
the success of that strategy as when 
fleet chiefs and drivers research the 
car it is one of the forerunners in 
terms of their decision-making. Driv¬ 
ing the car then makes the final deci¬ 
sion for them - our sales success is 
product-led and not price driven." 

The current 20-model Mazda3 sa¬ 
loon and hatchback line-up, which 
was launched in May last year, costs 
from £13,930 on-the-road for the 1.6 
S and comprises a choice of three 
petrol engines, three diesel engines 
and five equipment levels. 

Standard equipment on the Mazda3 
includes: Dynamic Stability Control, 
Traction Control System, six airbags, 
remote central locking, manual air- 
conditioning, welcome mode lighting 
and an MP3 compatible audio system 
with four speakers. 

Direct competitors to the Mazda3 
include the Honda Civic, Renault 
Megane, Vauxhall Astra and Volkswa¬ 
gen Golf.

BOB Buckler's theory that technology is not an 
exact science was proved at Plumpton on 
Sunday when Ethiopia scooted up to win the 
Vi Nichol 90th Birthday Novices' Handicap 
Chase in convincing fashion writes Stuart 
Broom.

He is due to run again at Fontwell tonight 
over fences although he will carry top weight 
as a result of penalties for his win, or alterna¬ 
tively Buckler has entered him in a hurdle race 
at Stratford on Saturday. 

Ethiopia's win is the first of the new season 


for Buckler which began on April 25th. 

Over The Flow had unseated Sweeney in her 
first race over fences at Hereford when she 
half stopped having met the first at too fast a 
pace, tried again at Worcester last Thursday. 

Although she coped well with the fences 
and ran much better they missed the break in 
the middle of the race and got left, although 
she quickened again and stayed on at the fin¬ 
ish.

Because 
he isn't strong enough, the race was too short 
for him as he wasn't quick enough, and at the 
moment he doesn't have the stamina to run 
three miles. However it was a good education 
for him, and we might give him one more run 
before turning him out for the summer." 

Ellie Wiggins was slightly more impressive 
but again the object was to help them adapt 
to running on a racecourse as part of their ed¬ 
ucation, and she will now be turned out for 
the summer." 

The normally reliable River Indus who ran 
poorly last time out at Cheltenham probably 
runs for the last time tonight at Exeter before 
his summer holidays.
